DR. SMITH LECTURES 

ON "PERSPECTIVES" 

Dr. Lewis Worthington Smith, pro 
feasor of English at Drake University. 
Dea Moines, Iowa, lecturer and au 
thor, gave a moat interesting address 
on the topic, "Perspectives," In the 
Ward-Belmont auditorium Monday 
evening. 

Dr. Smith opened his lecture by 
reading three definitions of perspec- 
tive. He then discussed in turn the 
Greek, the Hebrew, and the Roman, 
in regard to their relative knowledge 
of perspective. 

Astronomical perspective was the 
next phase of the address. Man's ap- 
palling minuteness in proportion to 
the vast universe, was an interesting 
point that was brought out, when the 
speaker stressed the supreme human 
egoism of man, in taking for granted 
that the entire universe was created 
to serve him, in his place of dwelling, 
the superior planet, Earth. Dr. Smith 
quoted another speaker in saying that 
the great unfverce waa measured in 
SCWM light years, which is almost 
too Immense for comprehension. 

"Then there la the evolutionary per- 
spective,'' continued the professor, 
"which really follows out of the as- 
tronomical perspective. They differ 
in that the evolutionary perspective 
is time perspective, while the other 
Is space perspective." 

Dr. Smith also mentioned the geo- 
logical and biological perspectives, 
but did not stress them as much as 
the astronomical and evolutionary per- 
spectives. 

"The world is man-made," stated 
the lecturer In closing- "That is my 
positive belief, and you do not have 
to believe it, but I think you'll find 
it to be true. It has been a process 
of ages — centuries — no one knows 
how many. You can do nothing with 
the moon, the sun, the stars! But 
you can do an endless amount of 
work with this world in which you 
live; It's a man-centered world, and 
thus can be handled by man. You 
can create, transform, improve. That 
is what I ask you to do!"

CURRENT COMMENT 

Under the Bok peace plan, comes 
the opportunity for expression of the 
true feelings and judgments of thou- 
sands of American citizens. The 
plans came from every group in Amer- 
ican life. The Bok peace plan was 
the outcome of the offer of Edward 
Bok to award $100,000 to the person 
who should submit the most prac- 
ticable plan by which the United 
States might cooperate with other na- 
tions looking towards the prevention 
of war. 

The plan which won the approval 
of those who made the decision was 
briefly outlined by the Kansas City 
Star: 

"The United States shall enter the 
permanent court of international jus- 
tice, under the conditions stated by 
Secretary Hughes and President 
Harding in February, 1923. 

"Without becoming a member of 
the League of Nations as at present 
constituted, the United States shall 
offer to extend its present cooperation 
with the league as a body of mutual 
consent under the conditions that: 

"Substitute moral force and public 
opinion for the military and economic 
force originally implied in Articles X 
and XVI. 

"Safeguard the Monroe doctrine. 

"Accept the fact that the United 
States will assume no obligations un- 
der the treaty of Versailles except by 
act of Congress. 

"Propose that membership in the 
league should be subject to all na- 
tions. 

"Provide for the continued develop- 
ment of International law." 



A dispatch from Paris, January 6, 
1924, brought the news that President 
Poincaire was reelected to the Senate. 



It Is learned that the Egyptian gov- 
ernment proposes to suspend work on 
the tomb of Tut ankhamen, at the 
end of this month. The government, 
it is understood, will make arrange- 
ments to Issue a thousand passes to 
special visitors.

The great Ninth International Stu- 
dent Volunteer Convention, held at 
ludianapolis, Ind., from December 28 
to January 1. had K* representation 
from Ward-Belmont For Dorothy 
Cope, delegate from the student body, 
and Dr. Holt, representing the faculty 
were present. 

The convention is a gathering ot 
students from all parts of the world. 
It wrought a great sense of fellowship 
to see Japanese students converse 
with students from the Philippines, 
who enjoyed hearing of the African 
Jungles from the natives. The biggest 
questions of the day are put before the 
students ait each of these meetings, 
and the greatest speakers of the day 
offer their advice at this meeting. 
Four main questions were discussed: 
The industrial conflict, the race prob- 
lem, the place of students in interna^ 
tlonal affairs, and the call for mis- 
sionaries. 

The organization of the whole con- 
vention was finished perfectly. The 
meetings were held in a huge taber- 
nacle, seating eight thousand, and 
filled to its capacity at each session. 
The delegates sat with their state del- 
egation, and in this way they were 
able to give greater eflect to their 
cheers and state songs. Hymns, aung 
by the whole congregation, were led 
by a capable man whose command 
made 8,000 sing as one. There were 
three two-hour sessions a day, at each 
of which three or four famous speak- 
ers made addresses. Some of the 
speakers were: Dr. Edward S. Woods 
of Holy Trinity Church of Cambridge. 
England; Dr. Robert P. Wilder, found 
er of the Student Volunteer Move 
ment. Dr. O. Sherwood Eddy, Hon. 
Newton Wesley Rowell, K. C, who 
represented Canada at the League ot 
Nations, and Dr. John R. Mott, Gen- 
eral Secretary of International Com- 
mittee of the Y. M. C. A., and whose 
daughter, Irene, attended Ward-Bel- 
mont six years ago. 

After the morning session, the dele- 
gates divided up into groups, for dis- 
cussion. About seventy-flve were pres- 
ent in each group, and in this way 
they were able to discuss more fully 
and frankly the problems pot forth by 
the speakers at the large meeting*. 
An Interesting exhibit held in a large 
hall. Included pictures of the work-, 
now being carried on and to be car- 
ried on by the missionaries. Another 
thing of interest to most ot the dele- 
gates was the courtesy and unselfish 
kindness of the people of Indianapolis. 

If it had been posBib.le, tt would 
have been a wonderful thing If every 
Ward-Belmont girl could have been 
there. She could not help but return 
to school with a clearer understanding 
of the problems facing the students 
of today, and a broader vision aa to 
how to help the oat-going generation 
In solving these perplexing problems. 



PEACE PLAN 

Some time ago, a large sum ot 
money was offered by the American 
i'eace Award of New York City, for 
the best practicable plan by which 
the United States may co-operate with 
ether nations towards the prevention 
of war. This week, the number of the 
winner, No. 1469, was announced and 
his plan published. In short, the plan 
is as follows: 

1. Enter the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. 

2. Co-operate with the League of 
Nations, without full membership at 
present; safeguard the Monroe Doc- 
trine; have no military or economic 
force; be under no obligations under 
the Versailles Treaty; open the 
League of Nations to all; and develop 
an International law. 

Dr. Holt gave the history of the 
American Peace Award and the pro- 
visions of the winning plan in chapel 
Wednesday noon In his usual clear 
diction, he made the plan understood 
by all the students, so that If we were 
called to note on the subject, we would 
all be thoroughly posted.

PadrtBVOolum, a familiar figure on 
the Afifortcan lecture platform, and 
one of the best known of the younger 
Irish writers, a poet and a playwright, 
lectured to W-B on Wednesday at 
noon on "Contemporary Poetry," and 
read a number of his own and other 
poem*. A man of distinction and 
power, his manner and speech con- 
firms the fine Impression that a first 
glance makes. He has produced quite 
a notable body of romantic poetry, 
and has both the clarionet-like voice 
and the attractive presence that 
added to the effect of his poetry, as he 
read it. He pictured the things of 
which he wrote, and played upon the 
Imagination of his hearers, until they 
could unite his lines into pictures of 
Irish bogs, the lonely moor, the pools, 
and the grey Irish skies above. He 
is a born story teller, as well as a 
gifted lecturer, and a poet of origi- 
nality and classic taste. 

Mr. Colum put his audience into a 
fine receptive mood to hear poetry 
by his introductory talk, in which he 
cflMed an appreciation of poetry one 
of the strongest things in the human 
heart He said in part: 

"Alt through history, many serious- 
minded people have believed that 
poetry is irrevelant; that poets are 
vagabonds in a general sense; and 
people who read poetry make a mis- 
take. On the contrary, poetry sat- 
isfies that irresistible longing in the 
human heart for something that is 
more wonderful than anything we 
have yet seen or experienced. It Is a 
longing not to be crushed out. 

"If we had not had the love of 
poetry in our souls, we would not 
have come so far along the world's 
path. It Is the thing which keeps us 
fresh, and willing to renew our hopes 
and our efforts. Nature herself takes 
precautions against the world becom- 
ing staid and settled. She has vari- 
ous agencies at work at her command. 
One of these is death, which changes 
the face of all things. To make the 
world over afresh every day Is the 
task of the poet." In this connection 
Mr, Colum very aptly quoted Sap- 
pho's "Evening Star," showing the 
world is reunited, and cloistered, in 
the soft light of evening, when chil- 
dren and sheep and thoughts turn 
homeward, after daylight has scat- 
tered them. 

"The love of poetry." he said, 
"plants an adventure In our hearts, 
and teaches us that we must con- 
stantly make things over. Imagina- 
tion Is the most hopeful faculty that 
men and women possess, but we must 
educate it, and keep it working right- 
ly. Poetry is one of the most impor- 



tant parts of the human equipment. 
All dreams are born of our Imagina- 
tion. Poetry of today, and of thirty 
years ago differs in two respects: 
first, the poets of today are striving 
to deal with the things in life nearest 
them; and, second, they have been 
trying to make new forms. 

"In England, as elsewhere, poets 
write about their native places and 
counties, and see the whole of life 
through those surroundings. Coun- 
try people, especially, cling most 
closely to their own traditions." 

After pronouncing Robert Frost to 
be, in his judgment, the greatest 
American poet, and reading from his 
poems and those of other Americans, 
Mr. Colum delighted his audience with 
reading a number of his own poems, 
notable among all of which were re 
markable for their fidelity in telling 
of the commonplace things of local 
life. He spoke of William Butler 
Years, and paid a tribute to the great 
Influence be had wielded In Ireland.

This telegram received by Ruby 
Wooten, senior class president, a few 
days ago was the cause of a meet- 
ing, which was held Sunday afternoon 
by Miss Mills and a number of sen- 
iors. Miss Mills Invited a free ex- 
pression of opinion, on the charges 
of President Smith of Roanoke Col- 
lege, Virginia, and, although the na- 
ture of the girls' opinions varied, the 
general consensus was that President 
Smith, though his statement was not 
entirely without Justification, was an 
extremist in his views. 

It was decided after earnest dis 
cussiOn, that it would not be advis- 
able to answer the telegram, but the 
thoughtful round-table talk which it 
brought about, the echoes of which 
have spread throughout the school, are 
proof of the seriousness with which 
one of the most vital problems of the 
century is being regarded by Ward- 
Belmont girls.

TEACHER SPEAKS ON 'PRAYER" 



Ward-Belmont girls bad the oppor- 
tunity last Thursday, of hearing the 
noted Bible teacher, Dr. William 
Evans, speak on the subject of 
"Prayer." Dr. Evans was in Nash- 
ville to conduct a series of meetings 
at the First Presbyterian Church, and 
the Ryman Auditorium, and large au- 
diences heard him several times daily 
during his stay.

I answer, 'Because he 
is at the other end of the supplies 
tlon.' I ask the motorman what moves 
the electric street car, and he an- 
swers. "The juice.' The scientist uses 
many more words, but he says no 
It to the vital spark which 
us In touch with a certain 



power. So with prayer. It puts us 
In touch with the Father. Prayer 
works. That's why I pray; in spite 
of all the mystery which surrounds 
the contact with my Heavenly Father. 
We may not understand the workings 
of prayer, or electricity, or even our 
own watches, but we can see what 
they can all do. Prayer is the might- 
iest weapon that has been known in 
the world's history. It was said of 
Mary Queen of Scots, that she dreaded 
the prayers of John Knox more than 
an army of ten thousand men. The 
most lmpotrant relation in our lives 
Is our relation to Ood, and that rela 
tlon is sustained by prayer. It is God's 
law, working in the spiritual uni- 
verse." 

With equally happy illustrations 
and persuasive force Dr. Evans con- 
tinued the subject, and gave us one 
of the most Inspiring and helpful 
religious messages which it has been 
our lot to hear.

Mr. Goodman Gives Brilliant 

Recital 



On Monday evening, January 28, 
Ward-Belmont and many guests from 
Nashville had the privilege of listening 
to one of the most beautiful piano re 
cltals ever given under the auspices of 
the Ward-Belmont conservatory of 
Music. Mr. Lawrence Goodman, the 
Director of Piano, chose his program 
with especial care to make it interest- 
ing and termed It a "Descriptive Re- 
cital." The music was all of a more 
or less dramatic character and ap- 
pealed to even the most un musical of 
Ward-Belmont. 

The first number was Scarlatti's 
"Pastorale," a rather light and airy 
composition which was greatly enjoyed 
by all. Mr. Goodman prefaced his 
playing of each selection by a brief 
explanation of the theme, and the 
story that he imagined it interpreted, 
so that all who were not familiar with 
the score could follow It easily. 

By request, Mr. Goodman changed 
his second number from Heuselt's "If 
I Were a Bird" to Chopin's "Etude." 
This perhaps was the most enjoyed of 
any of his beautiful renditions. The 
"Etude" interprets the soul of the sea 
in thundering chords and ripplying 
cadences, and is sometimes called 
Chopin's most exquisite piece of work- 
manship. Mr. Goodman's brilliant 
technique sparkled through the fiery 
runs, and his sympathetic Interpreta- 
tion of this most poignantly beautiful 
theme was wonderful. Chopin's "Noc- 
turne" and "Scherto" followed the 
"Etude" and the audience wistfully 
day-dreamed to the soft swaying 
music of the "Nocturne and felt the 



the "Seherso." As an encore, Mr. 
Goodman played Chopin's "Prelude." 
which he described as a lament and 
funeral march for war-racked Poland. 

Very enthusiastic anplause failed to 
elicit another encore, and Ward-Bel- 
. mont settled down to rustle programs 
and go into raptures over the music 
and tomorrow's examinations with our 
neighbor, until Mr. Goodman reap- 
peared at the end of the short inter- 
mission. 

The first number was Tane's "Gringo 
Tango." The name on the program 
had conjured up a pleasing mixture 
of Zane Grey tales of the Mexican 
border, and Jo Tucker at the Florida 
danoe to nearly everyone, and all lis- 
tened eagerly to Mr. Goodman's expla- 
nation of the Spanish Senorita who 
beckons and lures through the slow 
rhythmic measures of the "Gringo 
Tango." ' The music itself added color 
and beauty to the romantic tale, and 
Insistent applause proclaimed that the 
school wished to dream through a 
dance of Old Spain again. Mr. Good- 
man smilingly compiled and then 
played Wiggers' "Spring On the Moun- 
tain." Mr. Wiggers is a Nashville com- 
poser with a large following. Ward- 
Belmont students wishing to hear the 
selection again, applauded vociferous- 
ly not knowing that Mr. Wiggers was

PSYCHOANALYTIC. 

ALLY SPEAKING 

It you were to be told that you were 
to be shown a moving picture which 
you yourself, would be the leading 
character, would you not be interested 
in going? Then after you had seen 
the picture, would you not be apt to 
inquire into where, when and how, the 
dim was taken? Yet, almost every 
night most of us have dreams in which 
we figure as the heroines, and we take 
this as a matter of course. There is 
as interesting explanation of our night 
ly dreams as there would be of the 
Riming of the moving picture, and al- 
though some may resent the thrusts at 
their vanity, when they say, that It Is 
personal interest which makes the in- 
dividual elect herself, heroine, still we 
may take the liberty of finishing what 
has been begun, and tell something 
about that absorbing subject, dreams. 

Dreams are a play of the imagi- 
nation, and are free from control and 
criticism. The dreams which are co- 
herent enough to be recalled are prob- 
ably those dreams which occur Just 
after we have gone to sleep at night 
or Just before we wake up, or at other 
times when sleep is light. In a dream, 
consistency is totally ignored, scenes 
may be shifted, the identity of persons 
may change, in the middle of a speech 
or action. The combination., of 
thoughts in dreams are often incongru- 
ous and bizarre. 

The most striking characteristic of 
dreams, according to Wordsworth, is 
their seeming reality while they last. 
In spite of their incongruity, because 
of the absence of critical ability while 
we sleep, they seem perfectly possible 
and real. There Is a variety of stimuli 
for dreams. Often the stimulus, may 
be actually sensory, such as the alarm 
clock or a headache. A girl wakes one 
morning from a dream of wedding 
bells, and realizes that the rising bell 
Is ringing. Another girl, in her dream, 
pictures herself at Niagara Falls, lis 
tening to the roar of the cataract,— 
and awakes to find that her room mate 
is merely running water into the bowl. 
More often, a dream, is like a day 
dream in that it is a train of thoughts 
and images, without a great deal of 
connection. 

Now the next question to be con- 
sidered is, WHY is a dream And 
what satisfaction does a dream bring 
to the dreamer? Wordsworth says, 

"Dreams are interesting while they 
last, sometimes fearful, sometimes 
pleasing, otherwise not very emotional, 
but distinctly interesting, so that peo 
pie hate to have a dream broken Into. 
It seems likely then, that dreams are 
a means of affording gratification to 
desires. They are wish-fulfilling, to 
borrow Freud's term In his theory of 
dreams. The wlBh gratified in a dream 
is the wish that has not been grati 
fled during the daytime. We seldom 
dream of the thing that we have, un 
less we are worried over it. 

And so, we see this is the stuff that 
dreams are made of. Then take cau 
tlon. If your dream is something that 
may conceal a suppressed desire which 
you would rather not admit, do not 
tell your dream before breakfast— or 
after. You never know when there 



will be a psycho-analytical student* 
around to interpret your dreams and 
learn the dark secrets of your sup 
pressed desires.

Nearly all of Ward-Belmont, to- 
gether with music lovers from all over 
Tennessee thronged the Rymfen Audi 
torlum on Wednesday evening, Febru 
ary 6, to hear the concert given by 
Ignace Paderewskl, admittedly the 
greatest artist of the piano alive today, 
and already ranked as a composer with 
the classic Bethoven and Moaart. Be- 
sides interest In his musical geniu? 
everyone was keenly anticipating the 
sight of the man himself, M. Pader 
ewskl Is one of the most romantic 
figures in the world today— a genius 
musician, over sixty years of age, who 
fought in the World War and, as 
ruler of his country, guided Poland 
safely through the strife and struggle. 
This is probably his last tour of the 
United States, as he himself has de- 
clared. Before the war he was 
counted as one of the richest men 
alive, but he now depends entirely on 
his concert tours for support, having 
turned over his magnificent estate and 
all of his fortune to the Red Cross for 
the aid of his impoverished country- 
men at whom the war struck such a 
bitter blow. 

Paderewskl was a little late in ar- 
riving. Ward-Belmont, gay and glad 
In non-uniform clothes rattled pro- 
grams, watched the audience, and 
waited eagerly and excitedly for the 
world's greatest genius to appear. 
There was a slight stir and then an 
expectant hush as the curtains parted. 
M. Paderewskl stepped forward and 
the audience burst into thunderous 
roars of applause. Paderewskl re 
celved the ovation very quietly. Still 
quietly he bowed slightly and walked 
towards the piano. This man who had 
ruled nations, this master-genius of 
music, appeared not pompously regal, 
but merely as a rather frail, white 
haired old man. The only hint of 
power was the poise of his bead, 
which wa3 thrown back rather 
proudly. Seemingly unconscious of 
the hundreds of opera-glassea trained 
on him and the whispered comment 
he walked slowly to the huge grand 
piano and began the opening strains 
of the Bach— Lisst Fantasia and Fugue 
in Oannor. 

Underneath the spell of his fingers, 
the man himself was forgotten. Pad 
erewskl's technique has reached the 
perfect mark— when one does not re- 
alise that he has technique He plays.) 
the Fugue as Bach himself would have 
done on the piano — clavichord — with- 
out pedal. The whole vast auditorium 
seemed filled with powdered wigs, bro- 
caded silks, and the stately measures 
of an old time dance, as with a touch 
Arm, yet tender, Paderewskl played 
through the stately, intricate

nies that constitute the composition. 

The next number was Hadyn's An- 
dante con variazlonl. The personality 
of Paderewskl was more apparent 
here. There wsb something almost 
pathetic abcut this appealing, white 
haired old man, who Is hailed as the 
master genius, playing the solemn 
grandeur and haunting pathos of the 
Andante. Into It Paderewskl seemed 
to breathe the spirit of his own life— 
the pathos and grandeur that consti- 
tute his ever-to-be-remembered career. 

M. Paderewskl gave no encores. 
After the tremendous applause ac 
corded him after each recitation, he 
merely arose, bowed and continued 
the program. Mozart's rondo, Beth- 
oven's Sonata in D minor and Varia- 
tions on a Theme by Paganlnl followed 
In rapid succassion. Then came the 
part of the program that had beeu

No. 2 

(In Descriptive State Papers) 
I am going to take you still farther 
-uth In your travels— to Louisiana 
L'ut first, let me tell you some of the 
most Interesting .facta about this 
Southern state. 

When LaSalle discovered the Mis 
ssippl river In 1682, he named the 
.oiritory through which it flowed, 
Louisiana, in honor of the French 
.lug, Louis XIV. Since then it has 
been called the "Home of Hospital- 
ity" and "State of Plantations"; It 
well de3erves these names, as there 
ira over 11,000 plantations In Louisl- 



The chief products o 
Hons are cotton, corn, sugar-cane and 
rice. 

Louisiana ranks second in the lum 
ber production of the United States; 
chiefly in pine and oak. 

It is the largest state In the Union 
in total length of navigable streams, 
making New Orleans, its principal 
city, the third port of the United 
States in amount of foreign trade. 

New Orleans Is also a world ex- 
change market and United States 
clearing house. 

Due to the French and Spanish set- 
tlements of early days, some of which 
remain today, southern Louisiana is 
most interesting and picturesque. 

Now that you know more about 
Louisiana, I should like to guide you 
over the Old Spanish Trail along the 
banks of the Mississippi. This sec- 
tion is the greatest historically. 

Leaving New Orleans, we cross the 
.Mississippi in a sailing craft of those 
early days to New Iberia, a typical 
French town. Here we visit the Old 
Meek's home, built solely by slaves 
hundreds of years ago, and recently 
used In Griffith's noted screen pic- 
ture, the "White Rose." 

The National Bird Reserve is also 
iiere, not far from which on Carney's 
•stand are the largest salt producing 
mines in the South. 

Going farther, we see stately colo 
nial homes facing the river. They 
have broad spreading verandas with 
a garden to each side, filled with 
rare and beautiful flowers. 

Between these picturesque planta- 
tion homes are the sugar cane and 
wheat fields, from which our Aunt 
iemlna hot cakes and molasses orig- 
inate. 

Before reaching St. Martinsville, a 
quaint old town, we visit a famous 
Catholic cathedral, which has graves 
near it, marked 1860 and 1878. At St. 
Martinsville, we learn great deal of 
the French customs; but most of all 
we enjoy the French food. 

The Spanish gray moss and dense 
trees make the country look very 
weird and lonesome, but nevertheless 
fascinating. 

Travelling for several days through 
the beautiful, Acadian country, where 
Evangeline wandered many weeks in 
search of her lover, Gabriel, and camp- 
ing under some of the famous Evan 
gellne oaks, we soon reach the end of 
the Old Spanish Trail

looked forward to with the keenest 
eagerness, four well-known Belections- 
from the well-loved Chopin. Chopin 
himself lived again through the Nor- 
turn In D flat, the Mazurka, Etude and 
Valse. Everyone In the audience 
knew the notes, and the exquisitely 
subtle harmonies were interpreted to 
their fullest beauty underneath the 
sympathetic genius of Mr. Paderew- 
ski. The Butterfly Valse was repeated 
after continued applause. 

The last number was the Don Juan 
Fantasia by Mozart— Lisxt. Thle per- 
haps gave opportunity for the most 
brilliant display of techlrlque. Beyond 



all doubt Paderewski at the end of his 

career Is more brilliant than any other 
musician who is now in his prime. The 
Fantasia was almost breath-taking 
with the marvelous skill and beauty 

of Its rendering. It seemed incompre- 
hensible that man could do as much 
with ten Angers as Paderewski so eas- 
ily accomplished. 

After the last flashing chord had 
died away the audience thundered ap- 
plause that could not be denied. 
Paderewski turned and gave a short 
variation as a classical theme. Then, 
amidst great applause, he dashed Into 
Liszt's Second Hungarian Rhapsody. 
Many account this the most beautiful 
of all Liszt's work. Certainly it is 
one of the most imaginative and color- 
ful. Paderewski's Interpretation was 
indescribably magnificent— the haunt- 
ing melodic plaint of the outcast gyp- 
sy, the wild rude dances about huge 
fires in the black forest, the strange 
half-oriental glamor of it all throbbed 
under the master-touch of Liszt's In- 
terpreter. 

The program was almost perfect- 
It lacked but one thing. "Minuet, your 
minuet!" hogged one voice from a far 
corner and "Minuet, give us your Min- 
uet" the audience took up the cry. 
First refusing, then hesitating and 
then succumbing to the inevitable, Mr. 
Paderewski smiled and played the 
well-loved strains of his own Minuet 
that has endeared him to thousands, 
a fitting end for so perfect a program. 

Sobered a little by such close con- 
tact with Paderewski— master musi- 
cian, and Paderewski the man, the 
audience filed out slowly, realizing 
only faintly the fullest extent of the 
magnificent privilege It had had In 
hearing the greatest musician alive 
Interpret the great musicians of all 
time.

NOTED EDUCATOR GUEST 
OF WARD-BELMONT 



A fresh interest, and an added sense 
of dignity was given the teaching pro- 
fession by the very inspiring talk 
made by Miss Olive M. Jones, head of 
the National Educational Association, 
the most powerful and largest organi- 
sation of teachers' associations in the 
world, when she spoke before the of- 
ficers and faculty of Ward-Belmont at 
4 o'clock on Thursday afternoon. The 
occasion was a reception tendered her 
by Dr. J. D. Blanton, President, and 
Mrs. Blanton. Miss Jones was ac- 
companied to the school by Miss Em- 
ma Watts, Director of the State 
School Library work; Mr. P. L. 
Harned, State Commissioner of Edu- 
cation; and Mr. S. L. Smith, General 
Agent for the Rosen wald Foundation. 

By request of Dr. Blanton, she spoke 
to the gathering of teachers inform- 
ally, telling first in a humorous way 
of her own struggles to gain her Col- 
lege education, working her way by 
means of writing advertisements and 
book "reviews. She paid a tribute to 
the value and the Influence of wom- 
en's colleges in the world of educa- 
tion, and told of'the respect In which 
they were held by all educators. Go- 
ing Into the organisation of the Na- 
tional Association, she said that it is 
now composed of thirty-six depart- 
ments and sections, and affiliated or- 
ganisations, among <which p»re the 
Parent-Teachers and Home Econom- 
ies' Association. And through these 
the Association hopes to reach all 
teachers In the country. Out of such 
coordinated work has come the pro- 
found realization that teachers must 
work together, and grow into such 



usefulness and strength as the Na- 
tional Bar and Medical Associations 
have already reached. 

The fact that the Teachers' Asso- 
ciation has not already grown more 
she attributed to the fact that a 
large proportion of its members have 
only recently been enfranchised, and 
before that lacked the dignity that be- 
longs to all citizenship. It was this 
need that made suffragists, she said, 
out of New York school men. 
In answer to a question as to her 
on the National Educational 
Uy endorsed It. 



expressed her belief that it must pass 
in Congress. Incidentally, she paid a 
tribute to the active and valuable 
work which Tennessee's Miss Charl 
Williams is doing now In Washington 
in the interest or the bill. 

A very strong point was made by 
Miss Jones, when she told or the 
work done during the Great War by 
the teachers of public, private and 
parochial Bt-hools of the country. Due 
to the work or the teachers in prep- 
aration, she Baid thousands or the 
common people were kept loyal 
through the efforts of the teachers, 
and told in detail of some convincing 
work which they launched and pro- 
moted among those who were pacif- 
ists, pro-German, and anti-war from 
one cause or another. 

Following Miss Jones' talk there 
was an informal reception, and re- 
freshments were served. Miss Alma 
Paine poured tea, rrom a decorated 
table, and Miss Linda Rhea, MIbs 
Kessler, Miss MacHenry and Miss 
Kathryn Kirkham served the guests.

WARD-BELMONT HEARS 
A NOTED WRITER 



One or the most inspiring speakers 
whom Ward-Belmont girls have been 
privileged to hear this term, was Dr. 
Edward A. Steiner, noted sociologist 
and author or many books, who spoke 
to us at Chapel hour on Wednesday,

Since 1903 he has been professor of 
Applied Christianity at Grinnel Col- 
lege, Iowa. He is an authority on Im- 
migration, his standard books 09 this 
and allied subjects Including such 
well-known volumes as "On thaJTrall 
or the Immigrant," "From Allen to 
Citizen,'' "Introducing the American 
Spirit," and "Naturalizing America."" 
Among his last published works was 
"Old Trails and New Borders."

Ward-Belmont was fortunate enough 
to have as a guest for Thursday night, 
March 7, Miss Ethel Prlscllla Potter, 
of New York and Boston, a famous 
reader. Miss Potter entertained the 
school Thursday night with the read- 
ing of Sir James M. Barrie's "Dear 
Hrutus." 

"Dear Brutus" is one of the most 
popular of Barrie's plays. It had a 
long and successful run on the stage 
in both New York and Chicago, with 
William Gillette playing the lead; but 
all who saw the play agreed that it 
lost little in Miss Potter's interpre 
tatlon. 

The theme is taken from the lines 
of Shakespeare's "Julius Caesar." 
"The fault, dear Brutus, lies not in 

our stars,

derlings." 

Tob, a queer old Puck of a man in- 
vites some Sansculotte society people 
to his house in a quaint out-of-the-way 
corner in England, to spend Mid-sum- 
mer's Night Eve.

"Lawsy. what's Marse Ben gonna 
say, when he see what 1'se gone and 
done;" was all she said, but the 
whites of her eyes became magnified, 
and her face took on an expression of 
utter dismay. 

Marse Ben had little time to give 
my infirmity a thought, because he 
was deeply in love with Miss Lutltia 
Moore, from the adjoining plantation. 
Presently they were married, and a 
mistress came into the 'household. 
Aunt Sylvia could no longer do as she 
pleased for our new mistress was a 
good housekeeper, as well as a home 
maker. She saw that the silverware 
was properly put away at night and 
wo were used only at table, and not 
in the kitchen. One night, after I was 
carefully put away In the drawer, I 
heard Marse Ben and his wife talking 
very earnestly. 

"Lutitla," Marse Ben said, "I hate 
to go and leave you here with the 
slaves, but my duty is with the Con- 
federate soldiers. I can only say: 
'God blesB you.' " They were out of 
the room before I heard the rest of 
their conversation, but I knew some 
thing must have been wrong. He said 
he was going to leave, and presently 
he did. 

Things changed when Marse Ben 
left. Our mistress often stood by the 
window with a sad, far away look in 
her eyes. One day she appeared ex- 
cited, and one of the forks told me 
she was frightened because tqe Union 
soldiers were getting near. After 
gathering us all in large box, she took 
us out under a lilac bush. Moses, the 
negro carriage driver, told her the 
hole was ready, and she dropped us. 
Down, down, down, we went until 
I thought I should be ruined entirely. 
When we finally reached the bottom, 
something was thrown In on top of us. 
I expected to be taken out right away, 
but day after day I stayed In that 
dark place until I became discouraged. 
Our mistress was not thoughtful 
enough to put a calendar in the box 
with us, so I did not keep up with the 



time, but it seemed as though I stayed 
there for yeara. 

One time I was talking to a fork 
about our former days, when every- 
thing began to grow lighter, and soon 
we were lifted out of the hole. The 
l.i st thing that I saw was Miss Lutitla. 
all dressed in black. I could hardly 
wait to get with the common forks 
ami boar about what had happened 
while we were secluded from the 
world.

It grew Ion die 
and lonelier. The daughter, Georgia, 
grew Into a promising young woman, 
and I was rather proud when I was 
given to her as a wedding present 
along with the other spoons and the 
fork?. The family left Tennessee, and 
I was taken along as a highly prize;!

H> this time, my friends and I were 
getting rather old. The prongs of the 
forks were decidedly uneven, and 
moat of the spoons were worn.

RECITAL GIVEN 
BY ERNEST 
HUTCHESON 

The recital given by Ernest Mm h 
eson, one of the foremost pianists of 
today at Ward-Belmont on Monday 
evening, was a brilliant exposition of 
his art. In addition to ih ■ student 
body. Dr. Blanton extended invitations 
to some of the local musicians to share 
the delights ot the occasion. These 
invitations were eagerly accepted, and 
the school auditorium was filled. Mr. 
Hutcheeon, who Is on a concert tour 
or the United States, was one o* the? 
sixteen world famous plants s who ap 
peered together In the Moshovskl con- 
cert nearly two years ago, and besides 
being a noted pianist he is an emi- 
nently successful teacher of music. 

The program suggested individuality 
as well as variety. The first number 
"Chaconne," written as a choral for 
the violin by Bach and later trau 
scribed for the piano by Busoni, was 
a concert in itself. Then, the Pre- 
lude Aria and Finale by Franck 
heightened the delight of music lovers 
to a climax. The Prelude, with i.s 
dash and suggestion of something to 
rollow, easily swung Into the well 
known Aria with its subtle air of 
thcught and meditation; the finale 
held a suggestion of coyness and gaiety 
Instead of the usual group of Cho- 
pin, this artist chose Ave of Brahm s 
most artistic works full of Intangible 
beauty which he Interpreted with ease 
and understanding. As encores to this 
group he played the very popular 
Leiberstraum by Liszt and the Spin- 
ning Song by Mendelssohn. 

The last group began with three 
French numbsrs by Debussy with their 
airy grace and suggestive beauty 
which Hutcheson expressed perfectly. 
The Etude in Perpetual Motion by 
Alkan, a study in technique which la 
rarely played, filled the audience with 
wonder. 

As his last three encores, the great 
artist played: Chopin's Nocturne, 
Chopin's Etude, sometimes calle I 
the black key etude, and the Polonaise 
by Chopin.

STAGE SCENERY 



A remarkably clever piece of work 
< omlng out of our Art Department is 
a set of scenic background painted by 
Miss Katbtrine Pllcber, of this city, 
who received her certificate from the 
Ward-Belmont School of Art, and is 
now assistant in the Craft work there. 

The scenery made its debut the past 
week, when a series of short plays 
were given by the Art School students 
before the Drama League. It was 
painted by Miss Pilcher, at the sug- 
gestion of Miss Townsend, Director of 
the School of Expression, and fs de- 
signed only for use on the small stage 
of the Expression studio. Miss Town- 
scnd's commission to her was to "Get 
away from the old set idea of mead- 
ows and woods or stage scenery, and 
paint something in the mood of a fairy 
play." 

Miss Pilcher carried out this thought 
with original and perfect success. She 
painted a set of fourteen pieces, ten 
feet in height, which can be used as 
separate pictures, and are beautiful 
as a whole. They depict woodland 
scenes done in soft subdued colors. 
There are tall trees, like the silver 
birches through which one sees allur- 
ing vistas. In the distance there are 
masses qf clouds, opal in color, 
touched with the lovely dim pinks and 
purples, and here and there soft flecks 
of darker tones bring out the real art 
of the color plan. 

The painting of scenery is a depar- 
ture in the accomplishment of the 
school's art work, and is a good ex- 
ample of the versatility of the instruc- 
tion which it offers. Miss Pilcher be- 
gan her studies in art when a very 
young girl at Ward-Belmont under 
Miss Lamira Goodwin, then head of 
the Art School, with whom she took 
Life drawing, Designing and Pottery, 
and her Craft work was done under 
Miss Louise Gordon. When Miss Good- 
win went to Pasadena, Calif., and 
opened a studio for designing and rug 
making, Miss Pilcher began her work 
under Mrs. Cora Gibson Plunkett, the 
present head of Ward-Belmont Art 
School, and under Mrs. Plunkett she 
has had a course in costume design- 
ing, stage decoration, interior deco- 
ration, commercial advertising and

In a psychological article appearing 
in Scrlbner's, tbe author likens our 
world to a world of monkeys. He 
tells us that our Instincts are those of 
monkeys, that we behave like mon- 
keys, that we think like monkeys.

About nine o'clock, 
having left at seven, the demand for 
the promised fruit and sandwiches 
rose to Its height, and when Dr. Blan- 
ton said that It had been put on the 
wrong train sighs and groans moaned 
through the cars. However, all hun- 
ger was forgotten when the train em- 
ptied Itself at Cave City and the 
travelers saw the other train which 
was to "tote" them up the hillside to 
the Mecca toward which their faces 
were turned. 

The engine was of a species un- 
known to the outside world, and re- 
sembles In giant form, the toy engines 
with which our little brother! amuse 
themselves.

Tlelng the pirate-look- 
ing bandanas, that were bought at the 
station, around their heads, the en- 
tire party settled, as comfortably as 
possible In the rickety, squeaking, pur 
flng train and, looked out on the spring 
hillsides and valleys. Red-bud and 
dogwood were In bloom everywhere; 
violets dotted the banks of the road- 
bed and the feathery pale green leaves 
of early spring covered the little 
knolls. A more perfect day for the 
trip could not have been made, the air, 
cool and clean from the country, 
seemed unbelievably fresh.

A photographer assembled the groups, 
placed a sign "Before Entering Mam- 
moth Cave" In front, and snapped the 
picture, then the pairs walked excit- 
edly down the stone steps in the 
yawning black mouth of the beginning 
of the cave. A blast of chill, cold air 
them, and they shivered with 
anticipation.

1872. Around the curve was a huge 
s one, oblong in shape, called the Gi- 
ant's coffin. Above, on the ceiling, 
were black impressions of magnesium 
sulphide. One impression was . start 
lingly like the silhouette of a bear, 

From here the trip goes down to the 
second level of the cave into the 
"Wooden Bowl Room"— so-called be- 
cause of the finding of an Indian bowl, 
left by the Indians who inhabited the 
first and second levels of the cave. 
Passing the "Harvey Room" named for 
William Harvey, a tourist, who was 
found here, after having lost his guide 
and his party, thirty-six hours later, 
Insane and gray-headed; down the 
steps of time into the "Wine Cellar." 
As the party passed a little spring 
each member was given a drink of the 
clear, cold water. The spring is 
named for Ann Richardson, the first 
woman to tour the cave. This is 140 
feet below the surface. The side-sad- 
dle, 37 feet deep was lighted by the 
guide's flare, and after this the Mi- 
nerva dome, 190 feet long, 30 feet high, 
160 feet deep. The rock formation 
was exquisite and almost unequalled 
by other scenes. The so-called not 
tomless pit, 106 feet deep, was crossed 
on the "Bridge of Sighs" to "Pensacola 
Avenue," passed the "Rock of Ages" 
to Vibration Hall. The guide sounded 
a deep note and we could hear and 
feel the pulsating of the vibrations. 
It is impossible for girls or women to 
make this vibration so after several 
amusing attempts the group moved 
ahead to "Wild Hall." It was so-called

CLAIMS TO FAME 



Answering an inquiry from Flint, 
Mich., the Query Box of the Nashville 
Banner last Sunday gave the follow- 
ing Interesting summary of the city 
of Nashville's claims to greatness:

"Nash vile is one of the printing and 
publishing centers of the United 
SUtes, and one of the important live 
stock markets of the South. It is the 
headquarters of the Southern Method- 
ist church, the publishing center of 
the Southern Baptist church tfnd the 
foreign missionary headquarters of the 
Southern Presbyterian church. It Is 
also the publishing center of the 
Seventh Day Adventisto. It is one 
of the most Important school centers 
of the country, the home of Vander- 
bllt UnlversRy, George Pea body Col- 
lege for Teachers, Scarrttt College 
for missionary workers, Ward-Belmont 
school for girls, St. Cecelia and St. 
Bernard academies for girls (Cath- 
olic), Flsk University for Negroes 
whose jubilee singers are famous 
throughout the world; Walden Untvet- 
sity, Meharry Medical School tor Ne- 
groes and Roger Williams Ul 
It 



and during Jackson's time was In real 
Uy the seat of government of the Detu 
ocratlc party. The southern suburb* 
of the city furnished the setting for 
one of the important battles of the 
Civil Wsr, the battle of Nashville. 

"Nashville was the birthplace and 
boyhood home of General William 
Walker, the great filibuster, and the 
burial place of Capt. William Driver, 
the man who named the flag "Old 
Glory'' Tennessee has furnished 
three President — Jackson, Polk and 
Johnson — bat Johnson is buried at his 
old home at Greeneville, in East Ten- 
nessee. Jackson, the hero of New Or 
leans, is buried at his old home, the 
Hermitage, twelve miles out of the 
city. Polk l« burled in the state capltol 
grounds. Polk was not a resident of 
Nashville when elected President, but 
became one later. John Bell, a candi- 
date for President in I860, was also u 
resident of Nashville. 

"The city has entertained practically 
all of the visitors of note who have 
come to this part of the country since 
the visit of Louis PhilUppe d'Or leans, 
later King Louis Phillippe of France, 
and his two brothers in 1797, and in 
eluding the Marquis LaFayette In 
1826, Count Bertrand, one of Napo- 
leon's marshals In 1843, and Prince 
Henry of Prussia, brother of the for- 
mer Kaiser, In 1902. 

"The city of Nashville has furnished 
four members of the United States su- 
preme Court — Catron, Howell E. Jack- 
son, Lurton and McReynolds. It has 
also furnished one secretary of the 
treasury. George W. Campbell; three 
secretaries of war, Eaton, Bell and 
Dickinson; one postmaster-general. 
Aaron V. Brown, and two 
general, Grundy and McReynolds."

FINE ART OF 
RESPONDING lb 
BEING TAUGHT 

The English A. classes taught by 
Miss Shouse, are being very ably tu- 
tored in the flne art of responding to 
toasts, and easy public speaking. Per 
haps no acquirement is more needed 
among women of today than the ability 
to speak easily and clearly before an 
assemblage. Public speaking by 
women Is so frequent and bo Inevi- 
table ln nearly all public undertakings, 
as well as in the conduct of clubs, 
church activity, and philanthropic en- 
deavor, that the power to present 
causes, appeato, and even motions 
with smooth ease adds Immeasurably 
not alone to the success of the en- 
terprise, but to the individual woman's 
well-rounded capability and poise.

ORIENTAL RUG 
EXPERT COMES TO 
WARD-BELMONT 



Many students who had long felt the 
charm and the personality of Orien- 
tal rugs learned a portion of their 
history and background when Mr. M. 
Dombourisn, a connoisseur and lover 
of Oriental rugs, gave a brief but In- 
structive lecture in Chapel on Satur 
day morning. 

Going quickly over the early devel- 
opment of rugs, of their first home in 
Egypt, the unsuccessful Introduction 
into civilised Europe where the cli- 
matic and living conditions were disas- 
trous to the new art. to Asia Minor 
where it spread to Persia, India and 
later to China. The Or.' ental 'peoples 
possessed the patience and persistence 
which rug-making required ai<i the i 
dustry grew into sn art whiaa Is an 
equaled In skill and pa tie nap*-'- by no 
other. 

The rugs made on a loom with the 
warp and woof strung on It have the 
pile knotted on, one small knot at a 
time. Tho ^igr are made of .nitwit 
camel's hair, Persian lamb, cashmere, 
or silk, according to the grade. 

The dyeing of the materials has be- 
come as complicated and fascinating 
as the actual making of the rug. The 
dyes used are vegetable dyes taken 
from the plants of the locality. The 
materials are dyed, washed, and re- 
dyed until the color desired Is ob- 
tained. It sometimes takes from six 
to nine months to get one color for 
the rug the shade needed. The dyee 
are made traditional secrets in each 
tribe. The head-chief tells them only 
to his heir. Sometimes death has 
come sooner than expected and the 
secret has been lost. Each tribe has 
its Individual pattern for the rugs; and 
this industry Is the support of the en 
tire tribe. A girl sells her rug on 
which she has worked all her life for 
the money of her dowery. Children 
start when they are very young to 
learn to tie the knots and very soon 
become skilled and begin their big 
rug. The larger rugs take lifetimes 
to complete, and all call for persever- 
ance and unhurried patience. The 
sizes of the rugs are determined by 
the tribes making them. The nomadic 
tribes make the •mailer ones because 
the looms are more portable. Many 
are required to handle the larger rugs. 

With this short background Mr. 
Dombourian brought out the rugs to 
give specific examples of the different 
divisions. As each was unrolled vis- 
Ions from Omar Khayham, old Persia 
and devout Mohammedans passed be- 
fore us. Rugs that years of prldeful 
toil had produced were here in all 
their lustrous beauty. The lovely de- 
signs, the harmony of the colors un- 
known to the American dyer made as 
yearn to feel the beautiful things. 

The Turkish rags were harsh, si- 
most cruel la their coloring sad very 
coarse, the rugs of India were attrac- 
tive, the Chinese rags were simple In 
pattern, cheaper la material and thick- 
er In pile, bat the rags of Persia were 
unsurpassed la texture, material, col- 
or, and quality. Of the Persian rugs 
the best are the Royal Keshan, 8a- 



;ouk and Kormanshah, with the Lila- 
ban and Bookara rugs next in quality. 
Pine ones of the last two groups am 
equal to the first ones. The example* 
Hhown were exquisite sad speaking 
ves of their class and the i r 
met with s sympathetic re 
sponse from the audience. 

Mr. Dombourian taught as much, 
and to some, probably, who had never 
felt the lure and charm of Oriental 
rugs he brought a new message of

"Every family has its household 
word, and every family has its for- 
bidden word. Just as sure as Aurora 
wakes up tbe sun every morning. In 
the Bales family tbe household word 
is Obedience, the forbidden word, the 
word prohibited by that unwritten 
set of laws, the word which I cherish 
.1 suppressed desire to be allowed to 
speak, is the word about which I am 
going to tell you. That is the reason 
I stand before you today with su- 
preme happiness, as I begin my dis- 
course on the chosen subject "Dams." 

"Now there are dams and dams. 
Rotterdams, Amsterdams, Potsdams 
and numerous others but the dam 
which I wish to speak to you about 
is the Wilson dam. 

"When we go to a circus, we are 
charmed with the grey elephants, but 
it seems that the government was dis- 
pleased with the beautiful "white ele- 
phant" which it had on its hands in 
the ownership of Mnscle Shoals.

Yet, although the falls 
of several hundred feet at a time 
causes quite a disturbance and keeps 
things quite lively between Uncle Sam 
and his northern neighbor, I am glad 
to announce that both countries have 
agreed to pass over these falls In 
peace, if not in barrels.

SHADES OF BLUE 

For adding a touch of blue to the 
garden, no annual is so good as the 
ageratum Rose, white and blue agera- 
tums are exceedingly attractive when 
mingled with alyssum. candytuft and 
similar plants. The dwarf blue va- 
rieties make fine borders, and are 
much used where contrasting color 
effects are desired. For early bloom 
the seed should be sown in boxes in 
the house in March, but for summer 
and fall bloom, the seeds may be 
sown in beds in the open. 

The aster is one of the most satis- 
factory of the annual flowering plants. 
The great variety In size and form, 
and season of blooming, and range of 
color makes it a most desirable plant 
for supplying cut flowers. The culti- 
vated plant is not well supplied with 
blue flowers, so If for no other reason, 
the aster in Its many shades of blue 
and purple should prove an attractive 
addition to the garden. 

The larkspur Is also valuable be- 
cause of Its rich blueB. There are 
both single and double forms of an- 
nual larkspurs in addition to many 
perennial varieties that will bloom 
the first year from seed. Larkspurs 
are easily grown, but do best in a 
rather cool, moist soil. The blue va- 
rieties may be mixed with white, buff, 
rose, pink, and similar shades or sown 
separately. 

The corn-flower, commonly known 
as bachelor's-button, bluebottle, or 
ragged-sailor Ib among the most at- 
tractive and graceful of all the old- 
fashioned flowers bearing freely, blue, 
white, or rose-colored blossoms. This 
Is a hardy plant, requiring simple cul- 
ture and when once established will 
usually reseed Itself year after year. 
When placed in water after cutting 
the flowers increase in siie. 

Lupines are blue-flowered, hardy an- 
nuals of easy culture that succeed in 
partial shade. They are useful in 
mixed borders, in beds and for cut- 
ting. The memophllars love a cool, 
moist loam with partial shade, and 
produces an abundance of showy blue 
violet and white-margined and dotted 
flowers which are very valuable for 
bedding and tor cut flowers. 

The lobelias are charming little 
plants that bloom very quickly from 
seed and continue gay with flowers all 
through the season. For beds, edg- 
ings, baskets and pots, there Is noth- 
ing prettier, for their clear white and 
shades of blue, and generous bloom 
make them welcome anywhere. 

The dainty little blue flowers— the 
forget-me-nots— grow freely the first 
season and abundantly the second 
year, when planted In a sufficiently 
cool, moist place. Like tthe poppy, 
portulaca and several other desirable 
annuals, the forget-me-not, while a 
perennial, also perpetuates Itself by 
self-sown seed.

Pays Glowing Tribute 
th# Women. 



Ward Belmont students had the 
privilege of hearing Dr. S. Parkes 
Cadman at the noon chapel assembly 
Wednesday, His talk was sparkling, 
and foil of Interest, and touched with 
a deep reverence which made a strong 
appeal to the hearts or his hearers. 
He paid an unbounded tribute to 
womanhood, saying he owed every 
thing to his own wife, who was the 
"Architect of his fortunes." 

"Back of every man," said Dr. Cad 
man, "there is a woman, and she is 
the rock on which he builds or splits. 
The greater the man, the greater his 
dependence upon her." He aald that 
the feeling of a man for his daughter, 
like that of the mother for her son. 
Is beyond the power of words to ex- 
press. "In handling the mighty forces 
of love, which she inspires," Bald the 
distinguished speaker, "woman needs 
the trained mfnd, and the sympathetic 
hand, and it is these things which 
you are here to cultivate. On my ar- 
rival in America my first impression 
wna the manifestly high esteem in 
which woman is held in this country. 
Tou are all born queens, and you 
have a queen's obligation. 

"We have changed our viewpoint 
about women, and for the better. The 
eighteenth century idea that she was 
an object for man's dalliance and 
amusement only is as dead as Queen 
Anne. The responsibility of the fran- 
chise Is yours, and because, so far. 

chanced the face of things. I urge 
yon to co-operate in the effort to 
purify the world, and re-incarnate the 
spirit of godliness and unselfishness it 
so much needs, for on the girdles of 
women, hang the keys to the nobler 
life of the world. 

"First: I would urge you to keep 
yonr youth, bodily as long as yon 
may, and spiritually and mentally as 
losa; as you live. It is possible. But 
while you are young, do not throw 
away the wine of your youth In dis- 
sipations that have no purpose, in 
sentimental film gailngs, and In the 
of pleasure. 
"Keep your dreams and let them be 
your strength and inspiration in the 



basis strong and healthy, 
that the liver Is the secretary of the 
Interior, and when it resigns office, 
there is trouble with 
wealth. The temples of your bodies 
are endowed also with the Holy Ohost. 
You must make your whole system fit 
for the tasks of today. Discipline 
your Imaginations by the study of 
mathematics. Whatever you don't 
want to do, make yourself do that. 
Take the line of greatest resistance, 
and remember that all life is an up- 
ward movement against a downward 
Do not be like the herd of other 
people. Be yourself, and therefore be 
different. 

"The world today commits to wom- 
en the Interests of religion. Not re- 
ligion in the sense of Its human divi- 
sions, but that which enables you to 
be the vlcaresses of God, the conser- 
vators of life, and the centers and 
upholders of homes of the world. 
Home is the basis of the state, the 
beginning and the end of 
You who belong to the vast sister- 
hood of privileged women do not al- 
low your artistic aides to be submerg- 
ed when you leave here. Do some- 
thing on your own account. Conven- 
tionalists will sap the life out of you, 
and remember, as your days, so your 
strength shall be. There Is no pri- 
vate sorrow clouding your hearts, that 
you cannot take to God, the Friend of 
the troubled and the perplexed, and 
have It relieved." 

Dr. Cadman closed with an earnest 
prayer. His whole talk was delight 
fully illuminated with flashes of hu- 
mor, and personal lights on the late 
Queen Victoria, Lady Astor and other 
women who have been leaders in the 
modern world.

THE Mid-summer Hyphen shows 
Its readers a view of the west 
front entrance of the new Gym- 
nasium, which Is now practically com- 
pleted, and more than realises the 
claim of its architects, Messrs. As- 
mus and Clark of Nashville, that 
nothing to equal it exists in this sec- 
tion of the country. 

Most important in the building pro 
gram which the school laid down and 
Inaugurated in the spring of 1923, was 
this new gymnasium, which now, fin- 
ished, furnished and equipped, is among 
the most complete and costly In any 
American school for young women. 
It contains every appliance and pro- 
vision for healthful exercise, and 
every facility and convenience for the 
successful operation of a modern, and 
up-to-date School of Physical Educa- 
tion. It possesses floors of terraizo 
and hardwood, stairways of Iron with 
concrete treads, making it essentially 
fireproof, and with automatic heat- 
ing and ventilation, an abundance of 
lockers, wardrobes and showers, a 
swimming pool with the water heatel 



by the violet ray machine, and regu- 
lated according to the weather, could 
hardly offer greater comfort and se- 
curity, in a physical sense. 

The building is very handsome in 
appearance, and delightfully roomy 
and airy. The proportions are 142 
feet long, by 63 feet wide, exclusive 
of passageways and stair halls. It 
is connected with the Academic and 
Administration building by broad 
passageways, and Its exterior walls 
are faced with brick which matches 
that building. A slate roof, and cut 
stone trimmings are additional fea- 
tures of substantial construction. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the past ses 
Blon, the swimming pool, with its rais- 
ed roof and visitors' galleries was a 
constant source of pride to students 
and school management alike. 

The building is three stories, the 
ground floor containing four bowling 
alleys, a set of commodious lockers 
and shower rooms, 782 in number, and 
a large linen room connected with the 
showers.

The doors of Ward-Belmont will"* 
open for the fall term on September 
17, with an attendance worthy of Its 
national field and fame as a Junior 
College of powerful and true person- 
ality. In the years that have followed 
the union of Ward Seminary and Bel- 
mont College, the Institution has 
grown to be much more than the hap- 
py sum of these two great schools. It 
has had a symmetrical development, 
always putting into effect its highest 
effort and also utilizing whatever the 
experience of other educational insti- 
tutions has demonstrate* aa most 
important and successful as an aid 
to growth and service. It now has 
an equipment both physical, scienti- 
fic, and representative of the arts, 
which is unsurpassed in the South, 
and Middle West. The improvements 
recently added, alone exceed the en- 
tire cost of many other notable 
school plants.

gtat has bean Installed to regulate 
the heat of the water and suit it to 
the season. Sanitary drinking foun 
tains built after the latest models 
are set at frequent Intervals. Con- 
nected 'with (he swimming pool is the 
office of the supervisor of the pool, 
and nearby is a shampoo room with 
tile floor and walnscoating, which has 
special basins, and a hair-drying ap- 
paratus. A bicycle storage room, and 
broad halls of fireproof construction 
are also features of this floor. . 

The main floor will have a splendid 
gymnasium 91x54 feet, sufficiently 
large to admit of three basket ball 
teams playing simultaneously. Its 
immense beamed celling, mezzanine 
gallery, for the use of spectators, and 
its handsome finishing, make this one 
of the most Imposing features of the 
whole school plant. This floor also 
contains the executive offices of the 
director of the School of Physical Ed- 
ucation, and her assistants and office 
force; a special room for corrective 
exercises, and an examination room 
and dressing rooms. One of the show 
places of the building will be its 
trophy room, in which there can be 
kept the long array of cups and 
awards which the department of Phy- 
sical Education has won. 

The third floor will have an artis- 
tic dancing studio, a social room, 30x 
50 feat, and adjoining rest rooms, 
and a spectators' gallery. 

The gym, which was used, in Its 
incomplete state, for the first time 
on the occasion of the 1924 Washing- 
ton's birthday celebration, promises 
now, in its finished and perfect form, 
to become In the future one of the 
school's major centers of Importance 
and Interest, as well as a prime factor 
In the development of the students' 
greater physical strength, and their 
finer recreation and fellowship.

perfect plan of scientific nourishment 
that will be followed in the school's 
diet. Not only do plenty of delicious 
desserts, ices and confections of vari- 
ous kinds find their way to the school's 
table, but there Is an abundance ot 
good, homemade preserves and Jel- 
lies, which dieticians call the most 
valuable of all sweets. Mrs How- 
ard Robertson, head of the cull- 
nary department, has given special ef- 
fort to the making of these preserves 
this summer. Already many huge 
jars and crocks of cherry, strawberry 
and raspberry preserves are made and 
sealed, waiting for the coming of stu- 
dents in the fall.

In all, the school usu- 
ally has ready about 1,000 gallons of 
preserves and jellies made In Its own 
kitchens out of the choicest fruits, 
and purest sugar and spices.

Cornweli's voice teacher Lazar S. 
Samoiloff, who is in the inner circle 
of music in New York, and has there- 
fore, made it possible for them to 
meet many artist celebrities and hear 
numerous premiere programs that 
have been of great value in their 
musical education. Before going to 
New York, Miss Cornwell had re- 
ceived a certificate in voice and piano, 
at Ward-Belmont; studying under 
Signor De Luca, to whose skillful 
coaching a great measure of her ad- 
vance is due.

Dr. Samuel Zwemer, the well-known 
missionary and Egyptologist, whose 
scholarship has been recognised by 
the Royal Georgraphic and the Royal 
Asiatic Society, conferring member- 
ship upon him, was brought to 
Nashville from the East by Ward- 
Belmont to speak to the students, 
reached here Saturday morning and 
was the guest of Dr. Blanton during 
his stay. He gave three lectures, 
Saturday noon, Sunday morning, and 
at Sunday evening Vesper service, 
which Ward-Belmont will not soon 
forget. His subject, with which he is 
perfectly conversant, having been in 
active missionary work for nearly 
thirty-five years, was the political, 
social, economical and -religious con- 
dition of the "kingdom of Islam" 
which he called the Mohammedan na- 
tions. 

He contrasted, in a strikingly vivid 
manner, the broad and civilized life 
of the average Christian, full of op- 
portunities for almost perfect happi- 
ness, with the narrow and barbaric 
lives of the Mohammedans to whom 
the doors of a fuller life remain ir- 
revocably closed so long aa they cling 
to their present faith. The education 
of children and the freedom and com- 
parative equality of women are prac- 
tically unknown. Only with the in- 
troduction of Christianity can these 
two hundred and thirty-four misguid- 
ed millions be led into a finer, nobler 
and more beautiful life. Their creed 
is eo loose that it freely permits, and 
in some cases, sanctions the evils of 
polygamy, lying, cheating, and prom- 
iscuous killing. But they are not read- 
ily separated from the beliefs and 
superstitions handed down to them 
through the centuries. The mission- 
aries are in a strenuous position. 

"It is like asking the proudest man 



in the world to accept the thing he 
hates from the person he despises to 
inject the love of Christ into the 
heart of a Mohammedan," is the way 
Dr. Zwemer picturesquely described 
the task confronting the Christian mis- 
sion worker in Islam. Much progress 
has been made, however, by such in- 

himself. 

The humorous side was not lacking 
in his earnest talks, however. Dr. 
Zwemer told of the Bad misfortune of 
a young Arab on his wedding night, 
who had never seen his intended 
bride, as is the Mohammedan custom. 
At the height of the feasting and 
merry-making he ascended to the brid- 
al chambers and raised the veil of 
his betrothed, disclosing the pock- 
marked and cross-eyed countenance 
of a veritable vixen, to his astonished 
gaze. Disillusioned, he returned to 
the banquet and began to pour sand 
on his head, as is the Arabic custom 
in time of sore distress, and murmur- 
ed dejectedly "Allah is great." "Cheer 
up, old fellow, she can't be so bad as 
that," his chum consoled, in Arabic. 
Finding the groom still disconsolate, 
he dashed up to see the marital dis- 
aster for himself. A moment later he 
returned with an expression of deep 
understanding, began to rub some 
nasty gritty sand into his own sleek, 
Sta -combed locks, and murmured 
sympathetically: "There is no god 
but Allah, and He is great. Oh, 
Allah!" 

Dr. Zwemer is an American born 
in our own state of Michigan. He 
entered into missionary work in 1890, 
rrarried an Australian lady, also a 
missionary, and has five grown chil- 
dren. He is a most forceful and inter- 
esting talker, intensely human, and

CHAPEL TALKS 

As our school work prevents our 
having access, or time to read daily 
papers, Dr. Holt, our Ch.ap.-ain, wul 
supply our lack of current news, by 
giv.ng us a weekly chapel talk on the 
important events in the world's work 
and play. This will keep us informed 
on all matters of real import, and his 
first installment, given on Tuesday, 
enjoyed. The plan was 
general enthusiasm. 



Ward-Belmont waa interested in a 
chapel talk on Wednesday by Mr. 
George W. Atkinson, a representative 
of the Moody Bible School, who gave 
us an insight not only into the work- 
ings of that vast institution, but 
paid a tribute of thrilling enthusiasm 
to the greatness of the powerful 
evangelist Dwight L. Moody. 

He enumerated four outstanding 
characteristics of the great preacher: 
First, his belief in prayer, and his de- 
pendence upon it; second; his God- 
given power to stir and win humanity 
for Christ; third; His absorbing love 
of one book, the Bible; fourth, his 
humility. 



Dr. Holt haa begun another series 
of talks which promisee to hold our 
absorbed interest. It is on mottoes, 
ancient and modern. The first of the 
series dealt with the old Greek axiom, 
"Know Thyself." He said that per- 
haps it would never be exactly true 
that one should see himself as others 
see him; but faithful self study will 
help a great deal to correct the faults 
that are so apparent to others, and to 
redeem the weakness and mistakes 
that we too often suffer from because 
our own visions of ourselves are not 
true. 



Miss Harriet Beard of Detroit spent 
the week-end in Nashville, the guest 
of Miss Alma Paine, our Registrar. 
The two young ladies were fellow 
workers in an important branch of 
Red Cross service in Czecho-Slovakia 
in war days; there began a friend- 
ship which continued when their ways 
parted. Miss Paine has become regis- 
trar of Ward-Belmont, with which she 
had been associated before the war; 
and Miss Beard entered upon a teach- 
ing career, taking for her line an in- 
spiration of her war service when she 
was a conservator of health and physi- 
cal upbuilding under the Hoover ad- 
ministration. She is connected with 
the public school system in Detroit, 
in charge of the safety education 
classes. By that is meant such in- 
struction as will tend to instill a sense 
of the danger to life and safety which 
lurk in every day walks of life. 

In a brief talk before the noon 
chapel assembly at Ward-Belmont on 
Saturday, Miss Beard gave the start- 
ling information that American loses 
80,000 people yearly through accident, 
and 20.000 of them are children. In 
Detroit alone 06 school children died 
by accident in one year, but the past 
year that number has been cot by 
half, and in all places where this 
branch of education has been system- 
atically taught, the 
suits have followed. 



Dr. Blanton, who 
Beard, took a poll to see how 
Ward-Belmont students came out 
high schools in which it was taught, 
and found the number considerable.

DR. VINCENT BEGINS LECTURES ON 

AMERICAN MEN OF LETTERS 



Dr. Leon H. Vincent, of Boston, be 
gan a course of five lectures on Amer- 
ican men of letters at Ward-Belmont 
on Monday at noon. A number of 
outsiders supplemented the student 
body by invitation of Dr. Blanton. 
Dr. Vincent extolled Frank.in's grace 
of style, his common sense character- 
istics and that standard which he set 
for oncoming writers, down to the 
literature of today. He said in part: 

"Franklin was brought up in one 
of the characteristically large New 
England families, which believed in 
books, and assiduously read them. 
Perhaps he did not inherit his great 
literary ability from his father, a 
chandler of ordinary scope, but he 
received a rich share of the divine 
spark from some ancestral line. Then 
he polished his style by unwavering 
practice. While he believed that he 
owed a great deal to John Banyan, 
he had his mind colored to some ex- 
tent by reading the skeptical works of 
Shaftsbury, popular non-believer of 
that time, and to the end of his life 
he was skeptical about revealed re- 
ligion. He read DeFoe's Essay on 
Projects, and was influenced by that 
also. Working for his elder brother, 
James, who founded the fourth news- 
paper in the United States, he began 
to contribute anonymous little papers, 
charming in style, and very whimsi- 
cal in fancy which were modelled af- 
ter the Spectator and these became the 
cause of a break with his brother 
when the latter discovered the bud- 
ding talent and effort of his underling 
brother 

"Benjamin went then to Philadel- 
phia and secured work aa a printer. 




Ha came there under t 
Sir William Keith, a roya* 
who went to his shop to look after the 
governmental printing, and was by 
him persuaded to go to England, get 
a press and try a business of his own. 
He went, but Sir William was but a 
political promiser, and the promised 
letters of introduction to young 
Franklin were never sent, and no re- 
sults came like those he had hoped 
for. He lingered there a year and a 
half, setting type, and then returned 
to Philadelphia, set up a little busi- 
ness, bought a newspaper, the 'Penn- 
sylvania Gazette,' remodeled it, and 
began to spread its influence along 
with his own fame. He gathered a 
circle of young men friends, and in- 
fluenced them to put all of their books 
into one room, where each one could 
have equal access to them, and out of 
that grew the present Philadelphia 
library. He believed this to have 
been the mother of all circulating li- 
braries in America. 

"So successful did he become, that 
although he was indifferent to per- 
sonal profit, at the age of 42 he could 
have retired from active work, but he 
chose to keep on longer." 

Dr. Vincent took up Franklin's prac- 
tical inventions, lightning rods, the 
Franklin stove, water- tight compart- 
ments on vessels and bi-focle spec- 
tacles, mangles for washing, etc. This 
illustrates his practical side. He told 
of the popularity of "Poor Richard's 
Almanac," and divided his literary 
work into four classes: His social pa- 
pers, political papers, written in Eng- 
land whan he wee there before the

Lowell as a Critic and Letter Writ- 
er." He gave a very attractive pic- 
ture of Lowell's personal characteris- 
tic!;, especially in his classroom at 
Harvard, where he taught for twenty 
years or more. He said: 

"As men cannot live by poetry, bnt 
must do practical things in order to 
support themselves, so James Russell 
Lowell did a very practical thing; he 
became a college professor. He held 
the chair of Belles- Lett res, and taught 
literature as literature in its rela- 
tion to life, rather than its relation 
lo dictionaries and grammars. He 
gave little heed to formal academic 
methods; be created a method of his 
own, he was not fond of giving ex- 
aminations, and he succeeded in get- 
ting the same results in his own way. 
He was a prodigious reader of books, 
and inspired his pupils to read. 
Once a week he had his class come 
to his own home for informal read- 
ing. As he was friendly, suggestive, 
somewhat enigmatic, he knew how to 
make each occasion memorable. 

"He was a born critic, as a man 
might be a born orator, a born man 
of affairs, or a born diplomat. He had 
a fine sense of critical distinction and 
values, and this comes out even in 
rollicking verse such as his 'Fable 
for Critics.' His essays in 'My Study 
Windows' and 'Among My Books' 
must contain a good deal of the matter 
that he used in his college lectures. 
His essays are the moat popular in 
the English language with the single 
exception of Macauley's." 

Continuing, Dr. Vincent spoke of 
Lowell aa a letter writer, and he 
placed him in the first rank, calling 
him supremely witty, always inform- 
ing, yet perfectly colloquial, and he 
quoted a number of passages to illus- 
trate this wit and humor. 
"To read the two volumes of his 



t, edited by Charles Elliott Nor- 
ton;" said Dr. Vinoant; "is to get a 
complete spiritual and intellectual 
biography of the man, and to come in 
close contact with one of the finest 
types of the American scholar. As 
a poet he was the most varied and 
accomplished that the country has pro- 
duced. He practices all forms of the 
art, except the dramatic, and was 
successful in all. His Threnady on 
Agassis has been pronounced worthy 
lo stand with poems of the same 
character by Milton and by Shelley."

LECTURES 



Dr. Richard Barton, eminent lec- 
turer, writer and teacher of English, 
began on Wednesday at Ward-Bel- 
mont a series of two lectures before 
the student body. One of the moat 
skilled and scholarly men on the lec- 
ture platform, bis appearance drew 
o number of outside guests to hear 
him. Hia subject, "Mark Twain," he 
called not a lecture, but "the per- 
sonal testimony of a friend for a 
great friend," which he could bear 
with fine faithfulness, as he lived next 
door to the Clemona family for yean 
in Hartford, Conn. Both aa boy and 
man he waa intimately acquainted 
with Mark Twain, whom he cited a 
great humorist among the world's few 
great humorists, and the greatest of 
these belonging to America. 

Alluding first to the richneaa of 
book offerings this year in the line 
of memoirs and autobiographies, he 
spoke of the new Mark Twain auto- 
biography, just published two weeks 
age, a book with no form or awatem 
yet with a definite method, denlins. 
with the common episodes of every 
day that Interested Mark Twain, and 
i given by him to hia stenographer 
his Hterary executor, Albert 
Paine, and by them trans- 



mitted to the world, fourteen years 
after the great humorist's death. The 
waa by hia own wish. 

The underlying point of view which 
Dr. Burton carried through with the 
most finished and charming success, 
waa that Mark Twain was at heart a 
serious man, even melancholy minded, 
who knew that laughter could be a 
power in the world, and used his gift 
to lighten sorrow and care, or else to 
evils and follies out of exist- 




ence. 

"His daily atenognphic memories," 
said Dr. Barton, "through a period of 
M yean dearly show his serious 
mind, and they give the choicest bits 
of hia expressional genius, showing 
dearly the purpose of this deep na- 
tured, richly endowed human, which 
waa to leave the world better than 
when he found it" 

Dr. Burton read the exquisite com- 
ment of Mark Twain, on the death 
of his favorite daughter, Susie, which 
he placed in the rank with Thackery's 
death at Col. Newcomb, and then he 
went inte a dissertation oa hia books, 
showing why, in his fundamental 
works he was espeelallj

DR. BURTON'S BRIL- 
LIANT LECTURE 



Dr. Burton's lecture on "The Lit- 
erature of the Bible," which he deliv- 
ered to the school last Thursday, end- 
ed a brilliantly entertaining and in- 
struct ve series of lectures. Like his 
previous speech on Mark Twain, this 
was also a "confessional of his great 
love for his subject" 

Dr. Burton told us of his child- 
hood idea— the Bible as an object to 
be feared rather than loved. He 
spoke of the forbidding aspect of the 
old Bible, large, sombre-hued and 
heavy, and of the typ cal New Eng- 
land Sunday, a day of rigid self-dis- 
cipline. He congratulated us on our 
opportunity, arising from a more tol- 
erant attitude toward life and the 
much more convenient size of the 
Bible now being published. He also 
commended quite highly the "Modern 
Reader's Bible," which classifies 
Bible literature. 

He read many very beautiful pas- 
sages and re-told the story of Ruth 
and Naomi, which symbolized the 
love of two women. "Never," Raid 
Dr. Barton, "has there been a more 
perfect declaration of love than is 
contained in Ruth's simple statement, 
'Thy people shall be my people, thy 
Cod my God.* "

The personal testimony of such a 
man as Dr. Burton could not help but 
be nspiring, and both of his lectures 
have been of great interest and bene- 
fit to all

Ward-Belmont has the honor of 
owning the piano on which the famed 
Jenny Lind's accomypanist played for 
her when she sang in Nashville on 
March 29, 1861. It is a Chickering 
grand, and its place on the chapel 
platform is one of honor. In con- 
nection, it is interesting to know thr.t 
Jenny Lind is to have a statute 
erected to her in New York City, as 
the following extract tells: 

"Jenny Lind, with rosebuds in her 
hair, in hoop-skirted gown and with 
the traditionally demure smile, will 
rise again in Battery Park in front 
of Castle Garden, the scene of her 
triumphs, now the New York Aquar 
ium.

The gardener 
grows bis tender young plants under 
glass, where they thrive In the sun- 
light from which the ultra-violet or 
burning rays have thus been screened 
off. 

Research workers in the course of 
their laboratory investigations into the 
properties of ultra-violet light have 
discovered a chemical which is as 
transparent as glass but which has 
the property of shielding the skin from 
the ultra-violet or burning rays of sun- 
light and thus giving absolute protec- 
tion against sunburn. It performs ex- 
actly the same function as the trans- 
parent screen of glass or the yellow 
screen of tan or freckles and is said 
to be beneficial to the skin.

Behind her stretch thirty-two years 6/ 
unbroken service. Quiet, unassuming, Miss Litton was known and 
loved by every one. Her s'ncerity of purpose, her faithfulness and, 
above all, her own lovable personality influenced all with whom she 
came in contact. She was never too busy to help any girl in matters 
of the most trivial detail, with a smile that smoothed away apparent 
d fflculties.

States of America. His remarkable 
personality and his still more remark- 
able flow of words left a lasting and 
vivid impression on the minds of 
Ward-Belmont. His talk was a rapid 
Are volley of thoughts and expres- 
sions and his transitions were start- 

tion on the part of his audience. He 

said in part: 

"We are better off with the knowl- 
edge of God, without education, than 
with education without a knowledge 
of God," and he illustrated his state- 
ment with the ideals and subsequent 
lives of Shelly, Byron and Chatterton. 

"There are two forms of education." 
he continued, "the one you get your- 
i one given yow by others, 
■aide of books is equally 
important as knowledge within books. 



Book knowledge, by itself , is about as 
important as a crane's leg would be 
to a setting hen. 

"Have a definite aim, make life a 
game— like baseball or football— and 
mind as definite a goal aa a hit or a 
touchdown. 

"Idleness is the foe of youth, the 
eurse of mankind. 

"Nothing is small if it can help in 
success or failure." He told how a 
woman once lighted a lamp— went out 
to milk by the light— how the cow 
kicked over the lamp — and how, as a 
result, came about the Chicago Are 
when 2,500 acres of land were burnt 
and $160,000,000 was lost. 

"We need perseverance. President 
Eliot of Harvard says that an educa- 
tion cannot be acquired in four years 
of college, but that it takes a lifetime 
of perseverance." He illustrated this 
particular point with a sketch of the 
life of Gambetti— -the son of an Italian 
grocer, who, through this same perse- 
verance, became the leader of France 
for fifty years. 

"Form the habit of rating yourself. 
Don't be lop-sided like the fellow with 
the mumps. Be like an alligator— 
which grows as long as it lives." 

"Kindness is an instinct. Politeness 
is an art 

"When he was young, Walpole had 
a thought to write an essay on hu- 
manity, but as he grew older, he con 
eluded that an apology for humanity 
would be more apt." 

Mr. Sunday gave two accounts of 
supreme unselfishness— of true Chris- 
tianity. He told how Joan of Arc, 
when offered the fulfillment of her 
heart's desire, by the French king, 
asked nothing for herself except that 
her native village be forever exempt 
from taxes. He told how a little boy 
in Gary, Indiana, gave his leg, at the 
cost of his own life, to save the life 
of another and how that town is now 
famous not for its great $100,000,000 
steel mill, but for the boy who so he 
roicly died there. 

A word portrayal of the famous pic- 
ture "The Last Token," with the 
thought of the picture, closed Billy 
Sunday's speech. He made us see the 
huge arena, the vast number of spec- 
tators, and the young Christian girl, 
given one last unaccepted chance to 
renounce her religion before being sac- 
rificed to the caged-up lions. And he 
makes us feel" that though 2,000 years 
have spanned the chasm between our 
own time and that of the girl, that her 
spirit still persists. 

After Mr. Sunday's impressive con- 
clusion and his cheery, ' Well, good 
luck!" Mrs. Sunday was introduced, 
and she pleased her audience im- 
mensely by giving some light on the 
Sunday family life. She told of her 
married sons, George and Billy, Jr., 
who live in Los Angeles, of her seven- 
teen-year old Paul who has twice this 
year had his nose broken playing foot- 
ball on the high school team, and fin- 
ally, of her only daughter, Mrs. Mark 
P. Haines.

The rules of 
the team have been stated to her. She 
accepts them, no matter how irksome, 
like the good sport she strives to be. 
The rules of the school have also been 
stated to her. Does she display her 
sportsmanship in regard to them, too? 
No, she's not a poor sport, — just a 
short sport. Do you know a girl like 
this? Think it over. 



TALKS 



On Thursday, Dr. Holt gave an in- 
teresting comparison of the lives of 
Henry Cabot Lodge and of Wood row 
Wilson. They were very similar in 
that they were both "Scholars of Poli- 
tics," that they both wrote books, that 
they were both honest, and finally, 
that they both died true to their con- 
victions. Their differences were that 
lodge was Northern Republican, op- 
posed to the League of Nations, while 
Wilson was a Southern Democrat, 
who sponsored the League of Nations 
to the utmost. Dr. Holt said that 
history would write the real stories 
of their achievements, because we of 
today, "cannot see the mountain 
near," and thus we are unable to 
really judge their value or how long 
their influence will last. 

"If thou has run with the footmen 



and they hath wearied thee, how will 
thou do with the horses?" (Joremiah), 
he said: 

"If the small tasks are not done 
well, what will a person do when the 
crisis or time of stress comes?" Those 
the questions asked of us by Dr. 
Holt in chapel, on Friday. He an- 
swered them and illustrated them by 
comparing the small tasks to our 
daily lessons, which, if ill-prepared, 
would make as weak when the crisis 
or examinations came. The moral 
left with us was: the one who suc- 
ceeds when the real test cornea, is the 
one who has done small things well. 
Many of us might profit by this timely 
warning.
